Badawey served 14 years as Port Col- 
bome’s mayor. In 2003, after two consecu¬ 
tive terms in the mayor's seat, he made an 
unsuccessful bid to become the member of 
provincial parliament in what was then the 
Erie-Lincoln riding. He was re-elected as the 
lakeside city's mayor in 2006, a position he 
has held since. 

In analyzing his most recent campaign, 
Badawey said he "wouldn’t do anything dif-

In a Tribune interview Friday, Badawey 
for the first time publicly declared his inten¬ 
tions to seek the regional chair position, 
which is no longer possible due to a policy 
adopted in 2013 that ensures the position is 
filled by a regional councillor: 

Prior to the policy adoption, anyone could 
put their name forward to become regional 

“I did support that then and I still support 
it now,” Badawey said. 

Asked if he had any intentions of throw¬ 
ing his hat into the ring to become the city's 
representative for the 2015 federal election, 
Badawey replied: "Right now, I just need 

Badawey said he always strives to leave 
things better than how he found them. He 
believes during his time in the mayor's seat 
his team of city hall staff and volunteers were 
successful in doing that in Port Colbome. 

"It’s all about working together as a com¬ 
munity to ensure we leave it better than we 
found it” 

Though his role will change going for¬ 
ward, Badawey said his involvement in the 
lakeside city will not end

Less info on criminal background checks

If you did something foolish 
in your youth for which police 
became involved but it didn't 
result in a conviction, you no 
longer need to worryit will come 
back to limityour job prospects. 

Niagara Regional Police have 
recently modified what it will 
reveal in individual criminal 
background checks, stepping in 
line with the revised protocol set 
out by the Ontario Association 
of Chiefs of Police. 

Anne Hepplewhite, NRP 
manager of corporate records 

said the changes stem from con¬ 
sultations with groups like the 
John Howard Society and Cana¬ 
dian Civil Liberties Association 
“to address issues people were 
bringing forward regarding hav- 


venting them from getting jobs.” 

“The classic example would 
be a young adult makes a mis¬ 
take, shoplifts at a store, gets 
processed by some other means 
that they don’t get a criminal 
record, they're given a warning, 
however, because it's considered 
a negative contact with police, it 
would be showing up on a crim¬ 
inal background check,” Hep¬ 
plewhite said. 

The change in policy has the 
full support of the head of the 
John Howard Society of Nia- 

“If there's anything on a police 
check it can make perfectly 
innocent, harmless folk seem 
suspicious,” executive direc¬ 
tor Jay Gemmell said. “Ifitcosts 
them a job, I think that's wrong 

“If you support the legal sys¬ 
tem, then you have to believe 
that it works, and if it works, at 
the back end of it if there’s no 
conviction, then why should 


that be out there for people to 
see? Your situation has been 
tested by the system and found 
to be without conviction.”

Hepplewhite said a clear 
background check isn't a "green 
light” from police an individual 
is a "good person.” 

"It doesn't replace those really 
good, stringent recruitment and 
reference-checking activities 
that employers really still need 
to go through," Hepplewhite 
cautioned.

Face the needle to fight the flu

It's that time of year again — 
flu-shot season. 

While it’s not quite flu season, 
Niagara Region's public health 
department is encouraging resi¬ 
dents to get ahead of the vims by 
getting a flu shot as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

“It takes about two weeks for 
the influenza vaccination to 
give you protection. So the ear¬ 
lier you get your vaccination, the 


earlier you’re protected," said 
Mustafa Hirji, a resident phy¬ 
sician with the public health 
department. 

The cost of the vaccinations 
is covered by the Ministry of 
Health and Long-term Care and 
is available to anyone from the 
age of six months and up. 

In addition to physicians, 

pharmacies across the province 
can vaccinate people live years 
of age and older. The region’s 


public health department will 
hold a number of clinics where 
no appointment is necessary. 

(people get vaccinated) is that 
influenza is a disease that affects 
thousands of people in Canada 
every year, and getting a vacci¬ 
nation is one of the best things 
you can do to protect yourself, 

any of your loved ones,” Hirji 
said. 

Concerns about the safety of 



the vaccine or the fear it will give an 
individual the flu are unfounded, Hirji 

"Influenza vaccine will 100% not give 
you influenza,” he said. 

“It's absolutely not possible.” 

Those who make those claims, Hirji 
said, likely contracted another virus 
that exhibited similar symptoms to the 

where it didn't protect them from get¬ 
ting influenza. But they still got some 
protection, because it was milder.” 


The vaccine contains no live virus, 
Hirji said, and is created from a dead 
vhus and some proteins. 



invaders and kills them. The immune 
system then builds up a memory of that 
foreign invader and will kill it should it 
enter the body again. 



“I kind of think of this as working 
out,” Hirji said. “You go lift weights 

so when you do need the muscles you 
have them.” 

“This is the same — we’re giving you 
some proteins that look like the influ¬ 
enza virus to fight, so that when the 
influenza virus does come along your 
immune system is ready to fight.” 

Getting vaccinated is not a guarantee 
you won't get the flu. 

“Sadly, nothing is 100% guaranteed 
in life and that includes the vaccina¬ 
tion, but most people who get vacci¬ 
nated will not get influenza,” Hirji said. 
"Of the people who still get influenza, 
for the most part they're going to get a 
milder form of influenza, so they will 
be less ill." 

Ontario’s interim chief medical 
officer of health encourages all Ontar¬ 
ians to get vaccinated. 

"Influenza is a preventable acute res¬ 
piratory illness that for some Ontari¬ 
ans can cause hospitalization and even 
death,” Dr. David Mowat said in a news 
release. “I urge all Ontarians to protect 
themselves and get the flu shot — par¬ 
ticularly children and seniors, who are 
the most vulnerable to serious compli-
